We (upon the whole matter) offer ro yours, and. 
all mens conſiderations, whether with yours, ours, or 
the publique Safery we can remove further backward, , 
tntill upon yours, and our joint indeavours withthe 
Parliament, thoſe rhings of immediate, and prefling 


_ neccflitie be provided for, which we defired in our pa- 


per aſt given in to the Parliaments Commiſſioners in 
order to the-better proceeding upon the Heads of the 
Repreſentation and charge, with more hopes of ſate- 
ty, and of a timely and happy iflue to our ſelves, and 
the Kingdome, (v:7;) That the Perſons impeached 
by us, may not continue 1n power and capacity to ob- 
tru due proceedings againſt themſelves: And for 
their own eſcape from Juſtice to threaten ruine to the. 
whole Nation. | 
Thar all Forces lately Raiſed or Liſted in, or about 

the City, may be forthwith diſcharged, except the 
uſuall number-of Trained Bands and Auxiliarics , 
and that all endeavours publiquely or privately to 
raiſe any further Forces may ceaſe and be ſuppreſt. 

And that the ſame meaſure may bee allowed to 


this Army, .in paying them up to the ſame Foot of 


accompt,as IS already given to thoſe who have deſer- - 
ted the ſame.

And for the things a in our Repreſentation 
chough of weighty importance, yet becauſe they will 
require time, they ſhall be no occaſion to impede our 
remove,and in the meane time both by Proclamation 
from his Exccllency,and all other wayes we ſhall en- 
deayour, That the accuſtomed lupplics to your City, 
may be ireely ſent up. 

To conclude, we ſay from our hearts, That as our 
eſpeciall ends are the glory of God, and the gaod of 
this whole Land, fo our endeavours ſhall be to proſe- 
care the ſame without prejudice tothe being or well- 
* being of Parliament in generall , (the maintenance 
whercof we value above our own lives) or (as we haye 
formerly (aid) of chis Parliament in particular , bur 
| alrogether in order to the good and peace of this Na- 
tion, and with a molt render regard to your City, to 
_ which we profeſle we ſhall by all ations mak? good 
all engagements tending to the ſecurity thereof, in 
what way your ſclves thall deſire, confiſting with the 
good of the whole Kingdome,you making good your 
mutuall correſpondency with us, not doing any thing 
to our. prejudice in the proſecution of our juſt defires 
and endeavours.

YNOT/ EE have in all things dealt cleatly and 
AVN/ /= plainly with you, and hope wee ſhall con- 
NAVAS tinue ſtill to doe fo, As ſoon as the worthy 
SSZ<& Alderman, and theothertwo Gent. your 
Commiſſioners came the Jaſt night ro us; wee ac- 
quainted them with our purpoſe to draw the Head- 
Quarter ro{xbrideze, thatio mee might contra our 
Quarters which have hitherto lien ſcattered: at which 
place we hope to receive that which will be ſatisfaRi- 
on to the Kingdome,and will remove obſtructions our 
of the way of Tuſtice, wherein if right were done, wee 
| ſhould letyou and all the world fee, that we would be. 
_ {fo farre from preſſing neer your City of London, it - 
ſhould be indifferent tous to march not onely to the 
diſtance already preſcribed, bur to any part of the 
Kingdome we ſhould be commanded to-by the Parli- 
ament; we have asked nothing hitherto but right inthe 
things that are knowne as if they were proved an _=_

dredtimes before them from whom wee have ſought 
chem, Which if granted would not oncly be a Juſtice 
co the Army , but would let the Kingdome tcethe 
Fountaine In a way to be cleared, without which no- 
thing of force or power would be a ſccurity ro any 
man. We wiſh the name of priviledges may not lie in 
the ballance with the ſafety of a Kingdome,and there- 
alitie of doing Juſtice, which as we have ſaid roo often 
- we cannot expect whilft the perſons we have accuſed 
are the Kingdomes and our Judges, Alictle delay wil 
indanger the putting the Kingdome into bloud , not- 
wich ſtanding what hath bin ſaid, if it be confidered: 
that in wales ( befides under-hand-workings in your 
City ), and other places, men are raiſed,and that. in no. 
{mal numbers. And are not thoſe men in the Paliament: 
who have continued faithfull to the. principles of 
common intereſt from the beginning ofthe Parliament 
to this very day,ſtillawed by the concourſe of Refor- 
mado Officers and otherstotheir doores? Expence 
of time will be their advantage only who intend ta 
bring cvill purpoſes to paſſe: we have written this to 
you tor your ſatisfacton,thart ſo nothing may be done 
without giving you aperfeR account of our intentions: 
and ends; And ftill to continue our affurance to.you, 
That ſhould neccflity bring us nearer to the City, our 
former Faith given you ſhall be obſerved inviolably, 
there being nothing more (next the good of the King- 
dome) in ourthoughts and defires, then the proſperity 


of your City.

whole land, and the (afety of Parliament and City. To 
concluae, the neere approe:h of your Army to ths City, 
cauſeth us once mare to deſire you to take it into your mot + 
ſerious conſideration, for albeit you doen come to offer awy 
wv'olence to us, yet wee have and fall ſaffer very much in 
Pur trade and price of Vidtnalls by reaſon thereof, which 
wee hope you will bee ſo ſenſible of, as to prevent it in the 
ſuture, by removing further off, 4nd by taking ſuch « courſe 
that wee may receive ns futher prejudice either inthe one 
or the other, which is our earneſt deſire, aud that in your in- 
deavours ts ſave the kingdome from ruine, yon dve not 6- 
verthrow the fundamentall conſtitution of Parliament,

| [ee Councell of War for preſent not t0 Advance any 
8] ES of the Army nearer London , but whereas 
LAS. the Foet (being all quartered then at Watford, 
Uxbridge, avd Colebrook were wery troubleſome and 
burthenſome to theſe places, It was onely Ordered, Thas the 
quarters of the Foot ſhonld be inlarged for the eaſe of thoj: 
places; whereupon (by a miſtake w that Reſolution in the 
ſetting 041 of quarters) ſome Regiments had quarters aftign- 
ed for inlargement at places lying much forwarder towards 
London, 4s far as Harrow on the Hill, Hayes, Cran- 
ford, Harlington, Bedfont, Feltham and Hanworth ; 
This morning, ſo ſoon as this was nuderſiced by the Generall 
and the Officers, there were Orders immediately ſent ous 
to flop the Regiments, and now none quartered nearcr 
London then Watford, Riſlip, Ikeham, Hellindon, 
Cowley, Drayton, Hamſworth, Stanwel' and Stanes, 
which make 4 line about fifteen: or ſixteen miles ditance 
from London: Andto aveid any diſquieting to the Par- 
liament or City upon future apprehenſtens, His Excellency 
and His Of ficers do promiſe, That there ſhall be no farthtr 
Adwvance,etther of the Aumy.or any quarters of it any near - 
& 16 London, without 11mely notice thereof, and of the 
Reaſons of it, 10zhe Parliament ana City,
